"In 00 case Ihall a soldier, or the widows or familiel of sol· ~~?::\r 
diel'l, requiring public relief, be Keot to the oounty poor house t~r ftlmi­
when they can and prefer to be relieved out of the poor house. 
All other pel'lonl in familiel requiring luoh aid, may, at the dis-
oretion of the board of supervisore, or the overseer of the poor 
under the supervision of th~ board of supervisors of luoh county, 
be sent to the county poor bouse, or receive such aid out of 
poor houtle, as the board may deem neoeuary, not to exceed tbe 
extent as above provided."
